About the Chinese. 

Joseph Cooper, Presidént of the British 
and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society, writes 
to Wm. Lloyd Garrison to say that the 
tacts which have at various times been 
brought before a committee of that Society 
during the last twenty years, arising out 
of immigration, especially into countries 
where slavery had previously existed, 
have been of the most harrowing charac- 
ter. Many rules and reguluations have 
from time to time been laid down by the 
British Government both in its Imperial 
and Colonial capacities, and immigration 
agents have been appointed to prevent 
abuses; but all efforts have, at least in 
many cases so far, proved ineffectual to 
prevent the perpetration of very grievous 
atrocitics. Kidnapping and fraud are still 
practiced to a large extent previous to em 
barkation, while, asto the sea passage, the 
feariul mortality often indicates the griev- 
ous sufierings to which the immigrants are 
subjecied. The last mail from Demerara 
announces the arrival of the ship Strand, 
which leit Calcutta with 468 Coolies on 
board, and only landed 864 alive. In Cuba, 
Chinese immigrants have long been bought 
and sold like cattle in the open market, and 
there is abundant testimony to the fact that 
their condition is as bad as that of the 
slave bimeelf. In a Parliamentary Blue 
Book published as year ago, it is stated that 
96,531 Chinese were imported into Cuba 
within a period of one year and eight 
months. Out ot more than 100,000 taken 
into Peru within 0 years, less than 40,000 
are now living, and not more than about 
100 have ever returned to their native land. 
As to Jamaica, in a paper presented to the 
International Anti-Slavery Conference held 
in Pans in 1807, Henry Clarke, an 9 
teemed clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land, who bas resided 20 years in Jamaica 
bears striking testimony both to the con- 
dition ot the immigranta and the causes 
which have led to their importation. Ile 
says the suicidal policy of many ol the 
pleniers, in making the native laborers as 
uncomiortable as possible, has driven them 
trom estate labor to other occupatiuns, 
and that thus policy is stil! continued. All 
this is designed to s.ow the impolicy of 
Chinese immigration to this country. But 
it does nothing of the sort. Not a word 
of it applies to us. As fer as we are con- 
cerned it is sheer gammon.

He accused obnoxious 
parties, broke into their stores and seized 
their books; and, wiihout a particle of evi- 
dence against them, defamed their charac- 
ters, arrested their business and subjected 
them to heavy pecuniary losses. 

He must have extorted hundreds of 
thousands of dollars during his long course 
of blackmail operations.
